Part I: Structure of Sama Veda and its Connections 
1, Introduction 


Sama Veda Samhita is the third in the traditional sequence of 
four Vedas. All its mantras are riks in some specified metres with 
names such as Gayatri, Anushtubh etc. “ 

Sama Veda is the earliest known systematic procedure for giving 
a melody to a verse meant for chanting. Most persons who have 
heard with devotion the singing of Sama Veda verses will attest to 
the sense of exhilaration or ecstasy experienced by them. It is no 
wonder that the famous poem Bhagavad Gita [Chap. 10, Verse 22] 
in the epic Mahabharata declares that the Sama Veda is the best 
among the four Vedas. Bach Sama’ Veda mantra contains in it not 
only the deep meaning associated with a Rik mantra but also has 
the added dimension of music. Sama Veda is the foundation for all 
systems of music in the subcontinent of India 

Note however that mantras in Sama Veda are different from the 
mantras in the other 3 Vedas in one way. In the other 3 Vedas, a 
mantra is chanted as the text indicates. However this is not the case 
in Sama Veda, 

Sama Veda Samhita, in reality, has two parts. The first part 
consists of the (source) text of the rik mantras which are to be sung. 
It is properly called Sama (yoni) mantra Samhita, The second part 
of Sima Veda gives the text of mantras which are actually sung. 
This part is called Samagana text or text for singing, Thus every 
mantra in the first part, is expanded to yield one or more Samagana 
mantras. Note that there are also several Samagana mantras 
(mantras which are sung) which do not have a source rik mantra 

Now, only the book of the mantras of the first part is accessible, 
with relative ease namely the edition of the Pandit Sripad Damodar 
Satavalekar (PDS) having 1875 mantras (PDS uses the word yoni 
mantra). The book having the text of the Samagana mantras, (the 
second part) is available only in specialized libraries. Hence even 
the so-called experts call the book with only the first part as the 
entire Sama Veda. 
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Example: 
The text of the first half of the first mantra of SV in the PDS text 
is given below along with the transliteration.

‘The explanation of the numbers and letters above the text of the 
yoni mantra and the numbers in the text of Samagana, will be 
explained later in chap. 13 and chap 14. 


2. Mantra types and the Overlap in the four collections 


In the Veda books, there are three types of mantras, namely Rik, 
Yajus and Sama, A mantra with a metre is Rik. A prose mantra 
without a metre is Yajus. A mantra used for singing is Saman. The 
same text of verse, say in RV (6.16.10), can be chanted as a Rik 
mantra or as a Sama mantra as in the first verse of Sama Veda. 

Rig Veda Samhita is the collection of only riks to be chanted. 
Yajur Veda Samhita is the collection of all mantras used in rituals; it 
includes all Yajus mantras and some mantras in Rig Veda. Similarly 
Sama Veda Samhita is made of all Sama mantras. Atharva Veda 
consists mainly of Riks and some Yajus. All the four collections are 
equally sacred. 

SV (796) (or RV 1.7.1) specifically mentions the 3 types of mantras. 
SV (796): Three Types of Mantras 
Indra is glorified by the Sama chanters with the Brhat-sama mantras 
and by the reciters of the rik mantras with the riks (1). (Indra is also 
slorified) by the singers of the remaining verses (yajus) (2)."_ RV (1.7.1) 


2. Mantra Types 3 


Each of these Veda has a unique function. Rig Veda mantra 
Samhita has the most voluminous collection of mantras among 
them: “These mantras are a record of the multiple experiences of 
the scers (or rishis) of the early age and they touch upon the life of 
man and the Gods at several points of convergence. They speak of 
the ascent of man, from one peak to another peak towards the 
ultimate perfection assisted by the Gods, the cosmic functionaries 
at every sky."” 

Yajur Veda mantras deal with all types of work including the 
symbolic yajiia-rites performed with the accessories of fire-altar, 
ghee etc., and also the rites done within the subtle body of man, the 
antaryajaa. Sama Veda is a Collection. of mantras which are sung 
according to specific rules, so that the hearers and singers may 
become aware of the bliss, Ananda. 


Atharva Veda has several hymns dealing with issues nearer to 
everyday life such as healing, herbs, the sakta to earth, wedding, 
warding off evil effects perpetrated by others etc. 

Some proponents of a particular Veda such as Yajus declare that 
Yajur Veda is superior to all, Similarly some proponents of Sama 
Veda claim that Rig Veda has borrowed mantras from Sama Veda. 
All such parochial statements bordering on childishness have no 
support in the Veda itself, even though some of them are stated by 
well-known commentators and lesser-known translators. 

‘The tradition, enunciated in the Vishnu Purana and Bhagavatha 
Purana, clearly states that in the beginning the word Veda referred 
\o a single collection of mantras. Clearly memorization and study of 
this vast collection is beyond the range of most persons. Hence the 
ureat sage Vyasa divided the Veda into four overlapping collections 
with the familiar names of Rig Veda, Yajur Veda, Sama Veda and 
Atharva Veda. Note the word ‘overlapping’. Some proponents of 
Yajur Veda believe (without seeing the book) that it has only yajus 
mantras. It is well documented that at least one fifth of the mantras 
in the Yajur Veda is in the Rig Veda or about a tenth of the mantras 
in Rig Veda is in Yajur Veda. For instance, see the SAKSI book,

About a hundred mantras are common to RV, SV and SYV. 
Meaning of Saman: Chhandogya U. (2.1.1) 
Om, Surely, the meditation on the whole Saman is good (or perfect) 
(1), anything that is perfect, people call as s&man (2); Anything that 
is not good as asaman (3). 


3. Sama Veda and Rig Veda: Connection 


It was mentioned that the text of most of the Sama Veda verses 
is in Rig Veda. The complete recension of Rig Veda available today 
is Shakala, Of the 1875 Sama yoni mantras, 1770 are in Shakala 
recension of Rig Veda. Another 29 verses can be traced to the 
mantras of the Khila suktas of Rig Veda and some slightly modified 
versions of the mantras of RV. The remaining 76 mantras in 
Samaveda presumably are from the recensions of Vedas which are 
lost today. 

Each chapter or adhyaya takes verses from different Mandalas of 
the Rig Veda. For instance the first nine mantras of the first 
adhyaya of Sima Veda having ten mantras have same text as the 
following RV mantras: 6.16.10, 6.16.1, 1.12.1, 6.16.34, 8.84.1, 8.87.1, 
6.16.16, 8.11.7, 6.16.13, The tenth mantra has no corresponding RV 
mantra. 

‘The reason is that the compiler made the selection based on 
musical considerations. All verses in the same adhyaya (or dashati) 
have one common metre and one deity. All the deities present in RV 
are also present in the Sama mantras, except that the verses for 
Pavamana Soma are more numerous. 

‘The close relationship between the Rig Veda and Sama Veda is 
mentioned in several Upanishads like Chhandogya.

(shithilam); what is based on rcha are firm (drdha). 

(v) The famous Brhadaranyaka Upanishad compares the 
relationship betWeen these two Veda Samhitas to that between 
a husband and wife [Brh. U. (6.4.20) and Atharva Veda (14.2.71)]. 


4. Structure of Sima Veda Book 


A unique feature of the Sama Veda Samhita (SV) is that every 
mantra in it has a unique number mentioned usually to the left of 
the text, The number runs from one to 1875 

The text of the 1875 mantras of Sama Veda (yoni) mantras is in 2 
chapters, namely, Parva Archika and Uttara Archika; they have 
different structures. 
Parva Archika: All the mantras are grouped into several dashati 
Each dashati has about 10 mantras, sometimes more than 10, some 
times less than 10, The dashati plays the role of a sUkta in RV. The 
complete text of the first dashat/is given in chapter 21

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Each dashati has a header giving the names of rishis to whom the 
mantras were revealed, the metres of the mantras and the deity (or 
deities) praised in the dashati. The deities are discussed in Part Il 
\e metres in SV are same as those in RV; for the relevant 
information, sce the SAKSI book, ‘Essentials of Rig Veda’. The 
meanings of some of the mantras are in Part Ill, 

At the end of the dashati, there is a line which gives 3 numbers 
and an akshara. The three numbers are namely the number of 
svaritds, the number of udatta and number of dhari-symbols in the 
entire dashati, We discuss the meaning of these 4 items in chapter 
19.

‘The structure here is different. It is divided into 9 Prapathakas; 
cach Prapathaka is divided into 2 or 3 parts known as ardha. In 
total, there are 22 ardhah. 

One ardha of one Prapathaka is the basic unit. It has a header 
giving the names of Rishis, the metre and the deity. 

The peculiarity here is that the mantras in cach ardha are 
grouped into triplets (t7cha) or doublets or chutasra (with 4 
mantras), pancha (with 5 riks) etc. Each such subgroup is called a 
sikta, The text of all the mantras in a sdkta here, (rcha etc are same 
as some certain consccutive mantras in a Rig Veda Sakta, The 
subject matter of each sakta in SV is well defined. 

For the 22 ardhas, we give below the number of saktas and the 


total number of mantras in them. 
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[Notation: Ardha (2.1) means the first ardha in Prapathaka 2. Ardha 
(8.3) means the ardha 3 in Prapathaka 8.)

§. Recensions and Kandarshis 


Like other Veda Samhitas, Sama Veda Samhita also has several 
recensions. Imagine the entire Sama Veda as a huge tree; one 
recension is obtained by tying together several branches of this tree 
As such the several recensions (shakha) have in common many 
mantras; and cach shakha has some mantras not in others. 
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‘The great grammarian Patanjali mentions that Sama Veda has a 
thousand recensions. Many of them are now lost. Note that the 
compiler of a recension is called Kandarshi. On special occasions 
Samavedins remember the names of the following 13 Kandarshis 
known as Samavargacharyas; Ranayana; Shatyamugnya; Vyasa; 
Bhaguri; Aulandi; Gaulgulavi; Bhanumanaunaupamanyava; Karati; 
Mashakagargya; Varshagavya; Kuthuma; Shalihotra; Jaimini- 

Now only three shakhas are available namely, Ranayaniya, 
Kauthumiya and Jaiminiya, According to PDS, there is no difference 
in mantras between Ranayaniya and Kauthumiya, there are 
variations in svara. The mantras are grouped differently. Jaiminiya 
is somewhat different from other two. 

The book by PDS gives the text of all the mantras in the 
Ranayaniya. At the end of the book, he indicates the modification 
needed for the construction of the Jaimini recension from the 
available Ranayaniya recension. 


6. Rishis 


Note that in Veda, there is a fundamental distinction between a 
sage (vipra) and a rishi. A rishi is one to whom one or more 
mantras were revealed by supra-sensual hearing or sight. Note that 
mantras are not mental creation of the human rishi, Sma Veda 
(944) or RV (9.96.6) or TS (3.4.1.4) indicates that a rishi is special 
among sages like an cagle among birds, a bull among animals etc. 
‘This mantra with translation is in chap. 29. 

Recall that Sima Veda is grouped into dashati, each dashati 
having usually ten mantras. 

We give below the names of rishis to whom at least mantras of 3 
dashatis were revealed. In parenthesis after the rishi’s name is given 
the number of the relevant dashatis 
Vasishtha (43), Vamadeva (36), Bharadvaja (29), Medhatithi (29), 
Kanva (29), Vishvamitra (29), Gotama (20), Saubhari (18), 
Shunashepa (17), Jamadagni (13), Praskanva (13), Pragatha (8), 
Kashyapa (7), Vebha (5), Atri (4), Valakhilya (3) 

Other rishis, not named, have contributed one or two dashati.

8. Upanishads 


1, Chhandogya U.: Among all the Upanishads, it is the most 
voluminous and it has the biggest and most significant collection of 
spiritual experiences, views, doctrines and legends. It gives an 
claborate explanation of Om. We refer to this book several times in 
this book. For explanation of Om, sce the SAKSI book, ‘Om, The 
Ultimate Word’ by Sk. Ramachandra Rao. 
2. Kena U.: This is also known as Talavakéra Upanishad. It is 
called Kena because of its opening word. 

Kena U. is the only Upanishad which mentions the power of the 
Goddess Haimavati or Uma. 

The above 2 Upanishads ‘are part of the so-called major 
Upanishads, commented by Sri Shankaracharya and others. 
3. Jaimintyopanishad: This is a voluminous Upanishad and ancient 
100; it is of the same size as that of Chhandogya U. The complete 
U. is available in the collection of 18 Upanishads published by 
Vaidik Samshodhan Mandala (VSM), Pune. It has 4 Kandas or 
chapters. Kena U. is a part of this Upanishad, the sections 4.18-4,21. 
In the Vedic literature, this Upanishad is also known as 
Jaimintyaopanishad Brahmana, 
4. The following relatively unknown Upanishads are said to belong to 
Samaveda: Mahopanishat, Jabaladarshanopanishat, Arunopanishat;

For instance (2.11) 
dealing with Gayatra Saman states its five parts’ namely, ‘mind is 
himkara, speech is prastava, eye is udgita, ear is pratihara and 
prina is nidhana. “He who knows this Gayatra Siman becomes 
possessor of perfect senses, reaches full length of life, lives with 
light (jyok) 

We mention below some of the Samans in the above list which 
are relatively casily available. Some additional details such as 
relevant sv number and RV number are also given, 

1. Gayatri Samagana: This gana is based on SV (1462) or RV (3.62.10), 
the famous Gayatri mantra of Vishvamitra, given in chap. 22.

13. Details of Svara (accent) 


Before learning the svaras of Sima Veda, one should have the 
Proper understanding of the basic svaras of Rig Veda, We will 
explain them here. Every syllable should be pronounced in one of 
the 3 svaras whose names are svarita, udatta and anudatta. 

Many books define these svaras by means of the accent marks 
{such as horizontal line or vertical line) in the text. This is a 
fundamental mistake because for the Veda, oral chanting is the 
authority. The classic grammar text of Panini’ first clarifies the 
three svaras by the three sitras (1.2.29, 30, 31) given below: 
uchchaih udattah, nichaih anudattah, samaharah svaritah 

The vriti (commentary) associated With the text states that the 
distinction between udatta, anuditta etc., depends on the organ 
associated with the production of the associated syllable; specifically 
whether it is produced below or above the palate (té/u), which is the 
support for the tongue in the mouth. * 
udatta: it should be acutely accented (uchchaih). The associated sound 
should be produced from an organ above the éalu (palate). Note that 
this accent has nothing to do with the raising voice. uf means above 
referring to the position of the organ. We don't find any mark on the 
relevant syllable in the printed text, 
anudatta: it should be gravely accented (nichaif). The associated organ 


is below the palate. In the printed RV text, the syllable has a underline 
below. 


svarita: It is a combination of udatta and anudatta; udétta in the first 
half. It is called circumflexed accent. It is indicated by a vertical line in 
the RV text.

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[We have given several details on svara because here even ‘experts’ 
differ. Three well-known books * state that ‘udatta’ is indicated in 
the printed text by vertical line. It is stated that udatea represents 
the higher note. They do not give the source for their claims. The 
usual claim is that, “it was taught by our teacher’. In our case, we 
have indicated that the basic source book emphasizes the 
connection between the svara (accent) and the organ of production 
of sound. By this definition, we can infer the type of svara (udatta 
etc.,) without depending on the conventions used in @ written book. 
See also appendix 2.] 

Nighdta Note 


In the texts of Rig Veda in certain Indian languages published in 
South India we find another symbol ‘II’, in addition to the three 
mentioned earlier. It is called as mighdta, It is really a delayed 
udatta.” The note is raised by one matra (unit of time) later until 
which svarita is maintained. 
A good example is the last word in the Gayatri mantra

As mentioned earlier, the singing of the Sama Veda mantra 
(samagana) is not an adhoc improvisation, but follows a strict 
procedure. There is a method for producing the text for the song 
(gana) based on the corresponding Sama yoni mantra, 

As mentioned earlier, the text of the mantras’ of SV in standard 
texts such as that of Satvalekar has only the Sama Veda yoni (or 
source) mantras. To obtain the text for gana, words in the given 
Sama yoni mantra are modified according to certain rules. The 
modification ( vikara fF#R ) are of eight types: 

(i) vikara: one letter is substituted for another.

(ii) vish/eshana: (Division by Sandhi rules)

All the three parts refer to a person who has achieved the 
identity with the Spirit.

Hence the statements in the part (ii) are not surprising. Note that 
anna is not merely the ‘food’ that is eaten, but all that we take in. 
For an ordinary person, as stated in line 4 in part (ii) the food eats 
the cater, ic., the eating of food has consequences if done 
carelessly, The statement is a clear expression of an aspect of the 
physical evolution, the so called “survival of the fittest’. The line 3 
offers the solutio The person who gives continuously, he 
preserves the food, i.e., he does not reap the apparently negative 
consequences of the actions”” 

Note that the SV mantra 594 is mantra 9 in the first dashati of 
Aranya Kanda of Parvarchika. For this mantra, both the deity and 
the rishi given in the header are ‘ata’, 

Since part (ii) is the text of sama chant (sdmagana) it has the 
added words such as ‘hivu’. This addition is known as stobha. 
Some translators (though they are great scholars) call them as 
meaningless words. Strictly speaking, there cannot be words 
without meaning. Words such as ‘ha’ ‘vu’ are signs of exclamation

Note that for the samagana text in part (ii), there is no known 
‘Sama yoni rik mantra on which this samagana is based. 


16, Sama Veda, the Seven Notes 


Certain experts in Indian: music believe that Sama Veda is the 
foundation for Indian Music. The details of the connection are given 
in the ancient book, ‘Naradiya Shiksha’. An excellent edition of the 
text with Sanskrit commentary and brief explanations in Hindi is 
due to ‘Shivaraja Acharya Kaudinnyayanah’ published by 
Chaukamba Vidya Bhavan, Varanasi in 2002. This book is divided 
into 2 Prapathakas, cach having 8 sections or kandikas, each 
kundika having several couplets, The verses (1.5.1) and (1.5.2) give 
the connection between the Sama Vedic svards and the 
corresponding popular svaras, as indicated below:

Naradiya Shiksha (1.5.3, 1.5.4) gives the sounds made by birds and 
animals in appropriate seasons: 

“Peacock's cry is Shadja (1), cow’s (bull's) voice the rshabha (2); 
Sheep voices the Gandhara (3); Heron's (Krauficha) cry is 
Madhyama (4)." 

“The bird Koel voices the Panchama in the season full of flowers (5); 
The horse neighs the Dhaivata (6); 

‘The elephant makes the Nishada sound (7);7

17. Musical Instruments 


In the Rig Veda, several musical instruments are mentioned 
which later evolved into vana, venu or yvamsha, and mrdanga. All 
these musical instruments were used in Sima singings. 

dundhubhi (drum) is mentioned in RV (1.28.5), (6.47.29, 30, 31) 
and TS (1.5.9.30). bhdmi-dundhubhi and duadhubhi were used to 
keep the rhythm and beats of songs and dances. Shukla Yajur Veda 
VS (30.19) explicitly mentions the flute-playing (vindvadanam), fute- 
blowing (shangkhadhmam), a musical instrument called d4dambara, 
something like a drum. ddambara is made from the wood 
udumbara. 

RY (8.69.9) mentions the instruments gargara or war-trumpet, and 
pinga (FT) 

RV (2.43.3) mentions Karkari. tdnabha (a vina-like instrument) is 
mentioned in TS. Vana is mentioned in RV (1.85.10), (6.24.9), (9.97.8), 
(9.50.1) and (10.32.4), 

RY (10.135.7) mentions the instrument, na/ih (Tet) which is said 
to be similar to flute. 

RV (1.85.10) refers to the playing (dhamentam) on the vana (or 
vina). RV (10.32.4) specifically mentions the seven tones of vana. 
(vanasya sapta-dhaturit janah). Sapta-dhatu means sapta svara 
according to Swami Prajnananda in his book referenced in chap. 10. 


18. Bhakti 


ions of a Saman Mantra in a Rite 


In a chant performed during a rite, a given siman mantra is 
divided into several fragments, each fragment being chanted by a 
separate priest and one fragment (nidhana) to be recited by all 
together. 

According to Chh, U. (2.2.1) a Saman is divided into five parts 
namely: Himkara, Prastava, Udgitha, Pratihara and Nidhana. The 
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common name for this division is bhakti; this word has no relation 
to the popular word of that name. It is derived from the root bhuj 
“to divide’. 

Chh. u, (2.2.1) states, “Let a man meditate on the five-fold 
sdman as the five worlds. The Aingkara (fee) is the earth, 
prastava is the fire, the udgitra as the sky, pratihdra.as the Sun, the 
nidhana heaven; thus the meditation pertains to the higher worlds 
(ardhveshu). 

Himkara is uttering the syllable, ‘hi’, Udgitha is sung by the 
Udgatr priest. His assistants are Prastot and Pratihartr_ whose 
portions are respectively called Prastava and Pratihara, 

hh, U. (2.7.2) associates the five with the five senses of ‘smell, 
speech, eye, ear and mind (nidhana)’.

19. Mathematics of Error Detection in Chants and Error 
Correcting Codes in Computers 


‘The Sama Veda texts were preserved orally long before methods 
of preservation of written material became robust. Even today the 
emphasis is on oral mastery. The traditionalists feel strongly that all 
the benefits of singing of Sima Veda accrue only when every 
syllable of every verse in the entire adhyaya or chapter is chantec 
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or sung correctly. But we do know that the printed books of Vedic 
hymns printed in this century in India have many errors. Moreover 
the pool of persons who completely concentrate on the oral mastery 
of these texts is shrinking day by day. What happens in a few 
decades or centuries when we have only different versions of the 
different texts? How can we locate the correct one among the many 
erroneous copies? 

‘The Vedic sages were not only great spiritual savants, but also 
very practical people. They envisioned the possibility of having 
many erroneous copies. They developed procedures for detecting 
errors in a chant and also for correcting them. 

Broadly speaking, there are 2 main types of errors namely: 

1) Errors in the syllables (type 1) 
2) Errors in the accent marks associated with the syllables (type 11). 

‘There are several methods of detecting errors of type 1. The 
carliest known version is in the book *Chhandas Shastra’ due to the 
sage Pingala, Jt is dated prior to 1000 BCE. This procedure was 
rediscovered by Prof. Van Nouten.” 

In this chapter we will deal with the errors of type Ml, ie., errors 
in the accent marks, This procedure for error detection is similar to 
the modern parity control codes in the electrical communication 
and computer literature. 


For instance, in the telephone system, the human speech is 
converted into a sequence of binary numbers, i.c., a string of two 
symbols 0 and 1. For instance, the phrase ‘how are you’ on the 
tclephone may need about 800 such numbers. Obviously during 
transmission errors may occur, i.e., ‘one’ may be received as a 
zero"; obviously we need to take corrective measures to insure the 
correctness of the speech. A first step is to count the number of 
ones and the numbers of zeroes sent in a unit of time and send this 
information to the receiving station. In the receiving station, the 
counting is again carried out. If the numbers do not match, an error 
has occurred. This is called parity checking (parity means equality 
i.e., the equality of the count of ones sent and ones received). 


It is reprinted in the book, ‘Mathematics in Ancient India’ édited by Rao 
and Ks‘, (Pub) Munshirani Manoharlal. 
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‘The great Vedic scholar Pandit Sreepad Damodar Satvalekar 
(pps) discovered or recognized these procedures and he details 
them in the (Sanskrit) introduction of the Sama Veda’ Sambita 
published in 1956, 

In this procedure, an entire adhyaya or chapter of about ten 
verses is regarded as a unit. At the end of this adhyaya a syllable is 
given. The syllables for the first five adhyayas or dashati are ve, 
kha, the, di and sha. y 

From the syllable kha, we can infer the following numbers for 
the entire chapter. ; 
a) the number of unmarked syllables (dhari) not at end of a verse In 
the entire adhyaya, modulo 5. 

b) the number of syllables marked 2, (two symbols on the same 
syllable, 2 and 3 being Sanskrit numeral and vowel). 
c) the number of syarita symbols marked 2%. 

All these numbers are given in their (mod 5) or (modulo 5) 
versions. 

For instance, consider the second dashati of Sama Veda. The 
Jetter at the end is kha (@T); from this letter, we can infer the 
following. 

(i) Number of dhari symbols (not at the end): 2 (modulo 5) 


(ii) Number of syllables marked 23 is: 


(iii) Number of syllables marked 2%

Part III: Gods and Mantras with Meanings and Text 
20. Gods 


Several RV mantras explicitly mention the idea of the One 
Existent RV (1,164.46), (10.114.5), The inability to grasp it by the 
mind is stated in (1,170.1). However we should not interpret this 
One as a mere numerical One. It has numerous aspects (or devas, 
gods) which are equally important. Veda, thus, grants equal status 
to the concepts of One and that of Many. As Sri Aurobindo states, 
gods are not personification of qualities or powers; they are not

mere powers of physical nature. These Gods are the incarnations or 
emanations of conscious forces with which human beings. can 
interact. These powers help man and show him the way toa divine 
consciousness. These Gods bears the names such as Agni, Indra, 
Sarasvati whose powers will be described in the appropriate RV 
mantras. RV (3.4.5), (3.7.7) and (10.12,8) whose text and 
commentaries can be found in pages (14-16) of the compact book 
“Essentials of Rig Veda"’ give the ideas on gods mentioned above. 
‘The SAKSI book, ‘Hymns on Creation and Death’ gives the text and 
translation of all the mantras of the RY SOkta (10.72) entitled, “The 
Birth of Gods’. We give here only one Sama Veda mantra on the 
nature of God: 


SV (1466); By Truth You Attain the Truth 


By the Truth, you manifest the knowledge of the Truth (in us) (1), 
you possess a judgment of impelling force (2); 
O gods, you grow and come not to hurt (3).' (RV 5.68.4) 
lishiram: the straight impulsion which the gods possess; man, 
moving from the ignorance to the Truth by the ignorance, follows a 
crooked and wavering movement, has a judgment distressed by the 
falsehood and in his growth stumbles constantly into sin and 
sulfering, By the growth of the gods in him, he is able to move 
without stumbling and suffering from Truth to greater Truth, 
straight, felicitously.]

He 
is therefore hymned as the creator, for creation in the Veda is 
releasing (sy) or expressing what is present in the truth-will. All the 
gods follows the march of Sarya-Savitr, i.e., they expand with the 
expansion of Truth and Light. This is the reason for the widespread 
use of the Savitr mantra given below.

23. Indra, the Lord of Divine Mind 


The God Indra of the Veda helps human beings to develop the 
abilities for mental formation and associated actions. He gives the 
appropriate knowledge to human beings for performing all their 
actions, those divine with our hands etc., in the physical plane and 
those done at the inner levels such as inner vital (prana), inner 
physical etc. Indra of the Veda should not be mistaken for his name 
sake in the Purana. Indra is succinctly described by Sri Aurobindo’s 
poem given below: 

“He comes down into our world as the Hero with his shining 
horses, 

And slays darkness and division with his lightnings, 

Pours down the life-giving heavenly waters, 

Finds in the trace of the hound, intuition, the lost or hidden 
illumination and 

Makes the Sun of truth mount high in the heaven of our mental 
plane.” 

For more details see the SAKSI book, ‘Indra, the Lord of Divine 
Mind’, which gives the Veda mantras for manifestation of the 
mental powers in us. Some of its chapter headings are ‘Giver of 
Knowledge for Action’, ‘Maker of Forms’, ‘Indra as Friend’,

25. Vishnu Mantras: sv (1669-1674) 


To manifest the bliss and to sustain it, several cosmic powers 
have to manifest in us. We focus here on the role of Vishnu. 

We will give a brief picture of the functions of Vishnu. Vishnu 
creates or manifests the universe of seven planes, unveils its laws and 
maintains the universe under these laws. This happens not only in the 
macrocosm, but also in the microcosm, the subtle body of man, 
‘Vishnu paces out the vast framework of the inner-worlds in which 
our soul-action takes place, It is by him and with him that we rise into 
his highest seats where we find waiting for us the Friend, the Beloved 
and the Beatific Godhead.” [Sri Aurobindo] 

The puranic triad of Vishnu-Brahma-Shiva is intimately related 
to the Vedic triad of Vishnu-Brahmanaspati-Rudra. The functions of 
Brahma, Vishnu, Shiva in the two triads are very similar. Brahma in 
the Veda means mantra and Brahmanaspati is the Lord of mantras. 
In the Veda, Brahmanaspati creates all by speech. He brings out all 
things from the ocean (sa/ilam) of inconscience i.e., the state in 
which there was almost no consciousness (apraketam) and gave 
them forms of life and mental-forms. (See chap. 30). 


Rudra forcibly leads this creation upwards. He puts down all 
those who arrogantly obstruct his course and kills the evil 
opponents. Though he is terrible, he is also beneficent and 
compassionate to the distressed. 

Vishnu pervades the entire manifestation and organises it into 
several planes or worlds, each plane based on a particular principle. 
For instance this world, earth, is dominated by matter. The 


pavaka nah sarasvati (1), vajebhih vajinivati (2), yajiam vashtu 
dhiyavasuh (3), (1.3.10) 
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midworld, antariksha, is dominated by life-energies, basstiony 
energies etc. The world of heaven, dyu, is dominated by the mental 
energies, ‘The highest station is said to be Vishnu’s supreme step. 
He creates the path by which the mortals can reach the supreme 
station after traversing the intermediate worlds. 


Symbolism of Vishnu: 

“When Vishnu is said to sleep on the folds of the;snake ananta 
upon the ocean of sweet milk, anaata is clearly seen to be not ite 
common serpent, nor the milk the material sweet milk, nor be 
‘ocean an expanse of milky liquid. ‘The symbolic meaning is that the 
All-pervading Vishnu rests on the coils of the Jpfinlts in the blissful 
ocean of Eternal Existence. It may beysaid that, “the authors of a 
Purdinas were priests, gross minds who knew not even the truth af 
the solar and lunar eclipses; how could they be in the know af 
profound varieties? They mean only the usual physical serpent an 
the material ocean of real milk and it is we who read into them the 
symbolic meaning”. We could point out that there is no oes 
for us to imagine so. These poets themselves have imprinted the 
symbolic thought by means of figures and words and made known 
impenetrable truths for the benefit of all, Note, those words i 
Vishnu means all-pervading, the serpent Shesha is ananta, we 
infinite; sweet milk is a symbol of bliss; the ocean is a symbol of the 
Eternal Existence” (Kapali Sastry). , 

SV (222) or SV (1669): All were Firmly Established by Vishnu

This verse and the proceeding one RV (1.22.18) state that Vishnu 
unveils the laws of the Universe by his stride and also upholds these 
laws. 

‘SV (1672): Supreme Step seen Eternally 
‘The supreme step of Vishnu (1), 

is seen continuously by wise persons (2), 
like an eye extended in Heaven (3).* (RV 1.22.20) 

Details: The line of sight Connecting the vision of the wise persons 
to the supreme step of Vishnu is itself like an eye which extends 
from earth to heaven, 

tat: That Supreme step; the use of tat, THAT, to denote Supreme 
occurs frequently in the Veda Samhitas and also in the Upanishads.

The illumined Seers chant superbly and are continuously awake (1) 
‘They light well that Supreme step of Vishnu (2).° (RV 1,22:21) 
Details: The Seers create the path from the Earth to the Supreme 
station and light it excellently so that other mortals can follow the 
path and attain the world of svar. The continuous manifestation of 
the light is termed, “‘lighting the path excellently"*. 

‘SV (1674): Vishnu Strode the Seven Stations 

May the Gods manifest their power in us from that place where 
Vishnu strode (1). 

‘The seven stations or planes of the Earth (2).° (RV 1.22.16) 

Details: According to Veda, Universal existence is arranged in 
seven planes or stations consisting of the lower three, made of 
matter (or Earth), midregion and Heavens, the upper three, made of 
Existence, Knowledge and Bliss and the fourth (middle) plane called 
as svar which links the two triples. It is called as Earth in the Vedic 
usage of indicating the whole by a part. 

Vishnu’s manifestation of the three cosmic worlds is described 
symbolically as, “Vishnu strode the three planes”. 

“The source of Light, from which station Vishnu extended and 
strode over the seven planes of the Earth is also station of the Gods 
who have that one fount. May they, severally, manifest their 
powers, both in the cosmos and within us, according to their 
difference in function and give us the progress in their power."” This 
is the prayer. [Kapali Sastry)

26. Mantras for Purification of the Mind and Body 


All great teachers such as Swami Vivekananda have stated that 
purification of mind is more important than that of body. 
Purification of the mind is achieved with good thoughts which have 
benevolence to all. Only the energies from the Divine, termed as 
Divine waters (dpah), have the capacity of purifying us. Obviously 
4pah in the Veda is not merely physical water. Ritualists sprinkle 
themselves with water while reciting these mantras. 

There are four verses in this step. The first three mantras are 
addressed to the Divine Energies or Waters. The fourth one is 
addressed to the Divine Horse, symbol of the divine Pranic Energy. 
All of them are in RY, YS and TS. 

SV (1837): Vision of Supreme 

O Waters, you aré the source of all happiness (1); 
bestow on us the great energy (2), 

so that we may have the vision of the Supreme (3).' RV (10.9.1) 
Details: It is not possible for us to have the vision of the Supreme 
Lill all of our bodies, physical and subtle are ready. RV (9.83.1) tells 
us that a body which is not prepared by the practice of tapas will 
break down at the onset of certain spiritual experience. Hence the 
rishi prays to the currents of power, dpah, to strengthen all our 
bodies so that these subtle bodies can sustain the forces which enter 
the body. Then we could have the vision of the Supreme Divine. 
This verse and the next two occur in three places in TS namely

27. Mitra and Varuna 


After the birth of the Seer-will, Agni and Indra in the seeker, the 
subtle body has to be prepared for the manifestation of Truth- 
consciousness, sta-chit. There are two obstructions. The first one is 
the obstruction in the secker yajamana caused by his inability to 
discriminate between Truth and Falsehood, good and evil. Varuna is 
the God of the Vast and purity who destroys all evil. The second 
obstacle is the disharmony in the yajamana which strikes at the 
well-coordinated activities of the intelligence and thus causes 
futility in its operations. The God Mitra brings about the state of 
harmony and benevolence, consequent to the establishment of 
purity by Varuna. 

Varuna is the God of all infinities, the ocean, space etc. His 
characteristic is vastness (brhat) which does not allow for any 
narrowness. According to the Vedic sages, all impurities are caused 
by narrowness, narrow outlook such as limiting the benefits to a 
limited circle of friends etc. Varuna removes all the impurities. 

The first three mantras deals with the accomplishment of the 
activity of ra, the Truth in the mental being by which the intellect 
shall be cultured and the activity rendered ample. 

SV (847): Purified Understanding 

I call Mitra of purified understanding and Varuna who destroys our 
hurters (1), 

Together effecting a clear and luminous intelligence (2).' (RV 1.2.7)

Details: Mitra and Varuna effect the manifestation of one or more 
aspects of Truth. They increase the beauty, harmony, degree of 
perfection and wideness in every aspect of manifestation such asa 
flower, a painting, a pranayama exercise, a computer, bravery, 
calmness ete. Since their habitation is in the Truth-world, they are 
said to be in touch with the Truth. They enjoy a vast will-power to 
effectuate the manifestation of Truth. 

ta: Truth in movement. It is a keyword in the Rig Veda. Its 
distinction from satya which is also translated as Truth should be 
noted. satya stands for the Truth in Being. ta stands for Truth in 
manifestation, Truth as it manifests in this and other worlds. rta is 
translated also as Right. sta-chit is Truth-consciousness. 

kratu: power of will accompanied by wisdom which effectuates 
action as discussed earlier in RV (1.1.5). 

brhant: vast, an adjective of kratum.

the senses, kav/can be translated as a poet who hears or sees things 
poe the range of the physical senses, as discussed earlier in RV

28. The Lords of Bliss: Ashyins 


‘The principal characteristic of these twin Gods, Ashvins is to 
bestow enjoyment on all human beings. The enjoyment is 
symbolised by honey. They seck honey everywhere. One aspect of 
their work is to render relief to thé human aspirants in curing their 
ailments, both physical and psychological. RV (1112.8) explicitly 
states that Ashvins “gaye'sight to the blind (andham) and the power 
of walk to the lame (shrona)’. Here the word ‘blind’ can be 
interpreted both literally as one not having the physical eyesight and 
also as one who has no power of discrimination. Similarly also the 
word, ‘lame’. These gods are also associated with the legend of the 
knowledge of Madhu (honey or delight) which they obtained from 
the sage Dadhyang. Of all the gods, they are most ready to come to 
man and create for him ease or bliss. Hence they are called 
‘shubhaspati’ in RV (1.34.6). For more details, see the SAKS! book, 
“Secrets of Rig Veda’. 

‘SV (178) or SV (1728): Fresh Spiritual Experience 
Usha, who is fresh and is the beloved of Heaven, is lighting up (the 
worlds) (1), © Ashvins, Llaud you with great hymns (2).' (RV 1.46.1)

Details: Ashvins know the source of the substance from which the 
thought arises. They obtain the felicities or riches beyond the reach 
of mind and make it available to the humans. 

SV (1730): Glory Proclaimed 

Your glories are proclaimed when the celebrated Sun-World (1), 

is reached by your car with its steeds (2)° (RV 1.46.3) 


Details: The idea is that as the car nears the svar world in its 
upward path, the force which impels the car to reach the Sun-World 
is felt and thus leads to the hymns, i.e., the glories of Ashvins are 
proclaimed by the Rishis on seeing the car. 

jarnayam: that which is lauded by the wise Seers; occurs in RV

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29. Soma, the Lord of Delight 


Soma is the Lord of Delight. Even though both Ashvins and 
Soma are connected with delight, their functions are different. 
Ashvins bestow the delight or bliss as if by grace, But Soma 
represents the delight experienced when we do work consciously. 
Work is said to release the delight or Soma, Here whenever the 
word ‘Soma’ appears, there is always the word “suta’yi.e., pressing 
or effort. 

Clearly in Rig Vedic times there was a creeper by name Soma 
whose juice was utilised in rituals, Now according to all the experts 
of Ayurveda (i) the plant is extinct (ii) the juice of the plant had no 
property of physical intoxication, [CWKS, Vol. 1, 4] 

Hence the intoxication (mada) mentioned in the mantras deal 
with the delight released by work. 

More than half of the mantras in Sama Veda deal with Som 
Most of the mantras in the Pavamana Kanda in the pdrva archika 
deal with Soma. 

Note that according to RV and SV and the Upanishads, delight or 
‘Ananda is the foundation of all existence. Hence Soma is said to 
create Agni, heaven, earth etc., as stated in SV (943 and 944). 

‘SV (527) or SV (943): Soma Creates All 

‘The purifying Soma (1), creates the mantras (2), Soma gives rise to 
heaven and the earth (3), Soma gives rise to Agni and Sarya (4), Soma 
gives rise to Indra and Vishnu (5).' (RV 9.96.5) 


SV (944): Best in each group

30. Brahmanaspati 


In the Veda, Brahmanaspati means ‘the lord of mantras’. A mantra 
is not a mere prayer. It is a revelation packed with power coming from 
the highest plane of consciousness (parame vyoman). The deity is 
identical with the deity Ganapati whose mantra ‘gandndm ta .. ' 
(2.23.1) is frequently recited. For more details see the SAKSI book, 
“Ganapati, Brahmanaspati and Kumara’. The titles of the some 
chapters in this book are, ‘what is a mantra?’, “The well-known 
mantra of Rishi Grtsamada’, “Guidance in warding off obstacles and 
calamities’, ‘Fights against the hostile forces’, ‘Granter of Riches, 
Felicities and Bliss’, ‘Connection with honey, the delight of existence 
and soul power), “The symbolism behind the popular legends of 
Ganapati’ etc. 

‘SV (139): Make Me Come to the Light

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Sri Kapali Sastry translates kakshivanta as one who knows the 
Supreme mystery, noting that kakshivan means one who has the 
secret, kaksha. Aushija is son of Ushik, i.c., born of lustre since ushik 
is lustre. Sayana regards both Kakshivan and Aushija as names of 
Rishis and translates the second line “like Kakshivan, son of Ushik"’. 
‘There is no word for ‘like’ in the mantra. There is no need to bring in 
the story of parentage of Aushija or the stories about the historical 
personage Ushik. 

‘The phrase, ‘pressing the Soma’ means releasing the Soma, the 
delight of existence by the conscious performance of actions. As 
mentioned in the earlier chapter, actions release Soma; when this 
Soma is offered to the Gods, they bestow the knowledge on the 
worshipper, symbolized by the Light. By the grace of the Gods, the 
worshipper understands the mystery behind the power of Gods and he 
is reborn in the Light.

Details: In the Vedic thought, all actions are begun and fulfilled by the 
potent Word, vak; humans are only instruments. Hence, the Goddess 
of Speech also manifests her power along with Brahmanaspati in the 
human aspirant for the fulfilment of the actions. 

Note that the yajia is performed for obtaining the wealth of 
felicities for all persons, not merely those participating in the inner 
yajiia, Yajia is termed mighty because it is capable of overcoming all 
obstructions. Recall that yajfia is a journey-pilgrimage.

31. Purusha Sikta (5 Mantras) 


Next to the Gayatri mantra, Purusha Sakta is the most widely 
known Sakta in all 4 Vedas. The version in Rig Veda has 16 mantras 
(10,90.1) ~ (10.90.16). The version in the Taittiriya Aranyaka and 
Vajasaneya Samhita have more mantras. For more details and the 
text of all these mantras with their translation, see the compact 
SAKSI books “Veda Mantras and Saktas popularly used in Worship" 
and *Purusha Sakta’ by Prof. S.k. Ramachndra Rao. 

The version in Sama Veda has 5 mantras only (617) - (621) 

617, 618, 621 are almost identical to RV (10.90.1), (10.90.4) and 
(10.90,5) respectively. 619 and 620 together represent of RV (10.90,2) 
and RV (10.90.3), SV (619) has first half of (10,90.2) and second half of 
(10.90.3), SV (620) has the remaining 2 halves. 

Purusha Sama, the Samagana, uses these five mantras and one 
other mantra devoted to Vishnu, For the text, see the SAKSI book, 
‘Sama Veda: Parva Archika’, pp. 227-231. 

SV (617): The Thousand-Headed Person 

Purusha has numerous heads (1), 

numerous eyes and feet (2); 

He pervades the earth on all sides (3), 

He exists beyond the ten directions (4)."

How does we invoke peace within 
ourselves. There are about one hundred mantras both in the Veda 
Samhitas and Upanishads belonging to the category of Peace mantras 
or Shanti mantras. 

The recitation of these mantras with understanding and faith has 
helped many persons in attaining the peace. We give here the last two 
mantras of Sima Veda. Both of them are well-known, they are the 
shanti mantras appearing in the beginning of the Mandukya U. 
associated with Atharva Veda. 

‘The compact SAKSI book, “Shanti Mantras from the Upanishads and 
Veda Samhitas’ gives the text, meaning and commentary. This book 
indicates the help given by these peace mantras in the three realms of 
(i) Restoring harmony in communication, (ii) Creativity and problem 
solving and (iii) Healthy Longevity and healing. 

‘SV (1874): Auspicious Hearings and Seeings 

O Gods, may we hear (only) what is auspicious (1); 

may we behold with our eyes (only) what is auspicious (2); 

Praising you with bodies having firm limbs (3), 

may we enjoy the God-given span of life (4). (RV 1.89.8) | 


SV (1875): Welfare of All 


May Indra of vast hearing promote our welfare. May Pashan, all 
knower, make us prosper (1).

He 
compares the derived numbers with the count obtained by his chant. If 
they match, he is correct. If they do not match, there is some error. 
‘Then the student has to consult a manual or a human teacher for 
chanting.

Svara (Accent) Markings 


The material here is in addition to that in Chap. 13) We are 
reproducing below the relevant material from a book published by the 
widely-known research institute in India namely ‘Vishveshvaranand 
Vedic Research Institute’ in Hoshiarpur. The material being 
reproduced is in pages LXX in the volume 1 of the ‘Vedic Word- 
Concordance’ in ten volumes. The material was originally published in 
1942 in the book (edited) by Vishvabandhu and others. 

“In Rig Veda and Taittiriya Yajurveda, along with its Brahmana and 
Upanishad, Udatta, which is really the accent proper, goes unmarked, 
being indirectly represented by a horizontal under-stroke below the 
preceding, preparatory anudatta on the one hand and a vertical up- 
stroke on the following, enclitic svarita on the other, ex 37. One or 


more anudattas are, however, also left unmarked when following a 
svarita, except when followed by another udatta or svarita, in which 
case the immediately preceding anudatta is necessarily marked, e.g. & 
as against ¥ in Sint queer (FF 2.2.2). To obviate this kind of 
unmarked post-svarita anudatta being ever erroneously taken as 
udatta, the latter is separated from the preceding svarita by putting 
between them the sign @ with no mark on the svarita vowel, when it is 
short, and 2 with an under-stroke below the svarita vowel, when it is 
long, c.g. HARA: (F £.23.2%), BIA (F %.34.9). An Anudatta 
preceding an udatta or svarita is always marked, e.g. Hf, at. 
When more than one anudattas occur in the beginning of a sentence or 
@ hemistich, all of them are marked, e.g. . TYR (F 2.29.3).""
